FIREMEN. SAVE 
LOCAL DWELLING 


Local firemen fought an early 
morning blaze in freezing weather 
Wednesday, when the residence of 
George Fox oh St. Lawrence Street, 
West, took fire. 

The fire was first noticed by Mrs. 
Fox at 3.15 a.m., when she saw the 
reflection of it-in her bedroom win- 
dow. She roused the family and the 
alarm was immediately given, which 
was promptly responded to by the 
local fire company. Hose were strung 
from the fire truck water tank and 
from the chemical tanks and the fire 
was confined to the rear of the 
building until the large pumper was 
put into action, with water. being 
pumped from the reservoir in front 
of Mr. Arthur Parks. The fire spread 
to the partitions between the walls 
and the attic, but was brought und- 
ler control when a portion of the wall 
| of one of the upstairs bedrooms was 
| partially broken down, so that the 
firemen could get at the blaze. An- 
other hole was chopped in the bath- 
room for the same purpose. A gas 
mask was: used in the attic because 
of the intense smoke and the fire 
there brought under control. 

All the contents of the house were 
removed before they became damaged 
by fire or water and at 5.30 a.m. the 
fire was completely extinguished. 

“Fhe fire whicir Was or undetermin 
origin started in the woodshed and 
spread quickly to the summer kitchen 
and the partitions at the rear of t 
house. The summer kitchen and wood- 
shed were a completely destroyed and 
damage to the house proper was 
caused principally by water. 

The loss is adequately covered by 
insurance. 

The firemen are to be congratulat- 
ed for their efforts in saving the 
home, as are all the local citizens who 
assisted by helping the firemen, un- 
der the direction of Fire Chief Mul- 
rooney. During the fire neighboring 
women served coffee to the firemen 
and after the fire Lewis’ Restaurant 
also served coffee to the firemen, who 
| worked until 7 a.m., to put the fire 
equipment back in the hall.

Discovery Mill 
Produces Gold 


At a cost of $1,250,000 Discovery 
Yellowknife Mines Limited put 
down a three-compartment shaft to 
250 feet, opened two levels, devel- 
oped and outlined 79,700 ton& of 
gold ore having the value computed 
at $2,030,027 and built a mill with 
a capacity of 100 to 125 tons.daily. 
This mill will pour its first wold 
brick about the 15th of February. 

At the 100 ton rate and averaging 
a grade of $25.00 a ton the com- 
pany should produce at the rate of 
$60,000 to $75,000 a month when in 
regular operation. Therefore the 
cost of developing the ore and 
equipping the property, for produc- 
tion should be recovered within 18 
months, This is an, example of suc- 
cessful mine operation, regardless 
of location, when ore grade is high. 

Located 60 miles north of Yellow- 
knife in the Northwest Territories 
the mine of Discovery Yellowknife 
has been equipped with steam heat- 
ed, insulated structures and the com- 
munity has waterworks and sewage 
installed, a radio station erected, a 
truck road to Yellowknife and an all- 
season airport on the large lake on 
the propérty. 

The mine is only in the early 
stages of development, ‘as work on 
the 125 and 250-ft. levels has been 
resumed, to follow up high grade 
ore intersections secured .in surface 
drilling, to the west and south of 
presently developed ore. The shaft 
is being deepened to 375 feet to 
open another level, below which ore 
is known to extend. An entirely new 
structure to the south and another 
to the east, tested in a preliminary 
way by drilling and returning high 
values in gold, remain to be devel 
oped. 

The mill can, be raised from 100 to 
150 tons daily capacity without ad- 
ditional equipment, by adjusting 
grinding and crusher speed. On a

Have You Ever 
Lived Before? 


Millions believe that they have 
had @ previous existence on earth— 
and will live again. There is evi- 
dence for this belief. :

Not only did she show a remark- 
able knowledge of the manipulation 
of the puppets when first given 
some, but she actually recited por- 
tions of dialogue from puppet plays 
which she had neither seen nor 
read. 

Far more convincin~ was the fact 
that she described the place where 
she had previously lived and also 
someeof her former relations and 
friends.

At last 
his parents were persuaded to take 
him there. He identified relatives 
and places exactly and immediately 
and told of his life at a certain 
school. :

H- pointed out his former home, 
now in ruins, and when shown a 
group photo of the late owner and 
some friends picked out by name 
firstly the man he said had formerly 
been his uncle—and then himself in 
his former life! 

The mother of the young man he 
tlaimed to have been questioned 
him thoroughly: he ansewered 
every one of her questions accu- 
ately and without a moment's hesi- 
tation.

The 
game astonishing knowledge of « 
vanished age was shown by Joan 
Grant in her novel Winged Pharaoh. 

Shaw Desmond himself has ex- 
amined several such cases, and 
writes of a child of five who was 
taken to a city hundreds of miiss 
@way, to which it had never been 
fm its present life. —< 

“T have lived in that elty,” the 
@hild had said. On arrival he led 
fells parents through a maze of 
#trects to the house he had so min. 
wtely described. Still more astound- 
fing, people who had known the child 

his previous incarnation testi- 
ed to the accuracy of his mem- 
ovles, 

Then there are the prodigies such 
as Mozart, who composed and play- 
ed at the age of five, Yehudi Meny 
hin, who went only eleven astound. 
ed Toscanini by the depth and ma- 
turity of his playing, so that the 
maestro said that he knew no vio- 
finist of any age to surpass him. 

Most amazing of all was two- 
year-old Andre Lenoir, who multi- 
plied in ® moment any five-figure 
mumber by any other five-figure 
number before the astounded pro- 
fessors of Brussels. 

All these children demonstrated 
abilities which they would simply 
not have had time to acquire -in 
their short lives. From where did 
they bring them? 

Perhaps more convincing than 
these few instances of remembered 
past lives—there a number of multi- 
tude of others—is the number of 
eminent thinkers through the ages 
who have believéd in the theory of 
reincarnation, Plato and Pytha 
goras, Hegel and Hume, Sir Hum- 

hrey Davey and Alfred Russel 

Wallace. and the great psychologist 
Cesare Lombroso, to name but a 
few 

It is the very basis of Buddhism 
and Hinduism, and was taught by 
many Fathers of the Christian 
Church. A number of Roman Cath- 
olic ecclesiastics, including. Arch- 
bishop Passavalli, have accepted ft 


There is evidence, too, that Christ 
Himself both accepted it and taught 
it, He did not rebuke His disciples 
for suggesting that a certain man 
might have been born blind as a re- 
sult of his own sins, and said of 
John the Baptist: “If ye will receive 
it, this_is Elias, which was for to 
come.” (Matt. xi. 14). 


But for many present-day believ- 
ers in reincarnation it is neither the 
evidence of people such as Vishwa 
Nath nor the great weight of 
authority which is decisive. They 
believe because it is so reasonable 
a theory. If the universe is based on 
order and justice it seems to be, 
indeed, the only theory that fits the 
facts. 


It seems usjust that a child should 
be born suffering from some physi- 
cal, mental, or social handicap. 
There is no injustice if he is so 
handicapped because his previous 
conduct has made such a lesson 
necessary for him. Or it may be that 
previous experience has so strength- 
ened hig character that he is ready 
and able@jo face such a test—and 
triumph over it! 


May life not be, in fact, a school? 
We continue to return until we have 
been through every clase and learnt 
all the lessons thoroughly—till we 
ate strong enough to endure both 
advertisy and prosperity. Promo- 
tion is only on merit: none can learn 
our lessons for us.

There are many who find it diffi- 
cult to accept the teaching that for 
perhaps fifty years of evil living— 
however bad —a just God will con- 
demn erring human beings to an 
eternity. of torment. There ig liter- 


\and punishment. 


For the reincarnationist, however, 
there is neither reward nor punish- 
ment. A man reaps that alone which 
he sows. 


If he puts his hand into the fire 
he gets burned, until he learns not 
to play with fire. Yet there are few

Your liver would be getting 
rid of the alcohol as fast as you 
swallowed it. 

But what can be done to avoid 
the hangover headache? The secret, 
according to the doctor, is to eat 
while you are drinking, preferably 
something rich in protein such as 
meat

over and retard the intoxicating 
effect 

Drinking on an empty stomach 
can make you dizzy within a few 
minutek, because the alcohol then 
passes almost directly into the blood 
stream. And the more concentrated 
the the quickly it is 
absorbe.

How To Wax 


Camera Prints 


Most amateur photographers, 
particularly camera club photogra- 
phers. wax their prints. Generally 
after the prints are mounted, The 
print is placed on a level, solid 
surface. A piece of cardboard or an 
old print is placed against the sides 
and edges of the print and wax, 
such as simonize automobile wax, 
is applied with cotton. A lighf*coat 
should be first applied in one direc- 
tion. It should be left to dry for 
about 30 minutes and then lightly 
polished with cotton, Then a second 
coat should be applied in the direc- 
tion opposite. This gives the print 
greater depth, luster and quality. 


Canadians Chart 
Worms’ Behavior 


Until Drs. A. P. Arnason, R. A, 
Fuller and j. W. T. Spinks, three 
Canadian research scientists, came 
along last month with a communica- 
tion in Science, not much’ was 
known about the movement of 
worms in the soil, There was noth- 
ing for it but to dig up the grubs 
or larvae and note their positions 
at the time, Drs. Arnason, Fuller 
and Spinks hit on the idea of making 
the worms radioactive, so. that their 
movements above ground could be 
followed with a  Geiger-Muller 
counter, 

How were the larvae of the worms 
to be made radioactive, Feeding 
them with radioactive food was not 
practicable. It was decided to insert 
a radioactive cobalt wire into the 
body of a worm. Surviving cutworms 
and wireworms behaved normally 
after the wire had been inserted. . 
There was no loss of movement. 
The wire was shed with the skin 
at the right time, Nor were bad 
effects from the gamma rays noted. 

For lack of enough radioactive 
cobalt wire the Canadians fixed a 
speck of radioactive cobalt metal 
in the tail notch of grubs with some 
plastic. There was no difficulty in 
following underground movements. 

This method made it possible to 
tell where the larvae were in a hori- 
zontal plane. But how deep were 
they? And .how could their move- 
up and down be noted? The Cana- 
dians calibrated their instruments 
for varying soil depths. Theirs is the 
first recorded method of following 
both horizontal and vertical move- 
ment at the same time.-The Cana- | 
dians promise to find out how under | 
ground grubs respond to tempera 
ture, lignt, soil. moisture, soil type, | 
soil firmness and various foods and |

New House - Building Method — 
Promises Better, Cheaper Homes 


& + 


Nearing completion in Norfolk, 
Va., is one of the world's most 
unustal housing projects. Spon- 
sored by Nelson Rockefeller’s In- 
ternational Basic Economy Corp- 


oration, the houses are built of cone~ 


crete and are themselves not dra. 
matically different from the run of 
small, concrete, modern houses; shut 
their method of construction 

startlingly different. Indeed, they 
may, as the sponsors hope, open a 
new era in low-cost house con- 
struction. For the central point of 
departure in these houses is that 
they are erected with the sweep, 


cost, and machinery with which 


great highways ate built. 

The Norfolk houses, which are 
expected to be the prototype of 
much larger projects in other parts 
of the world, stem from the draw- 
ing board of Wallace Harrison. 


When | Visited him the other 
day in his Radio City office, he said 
his first thought had been about 
a more or less conventional house 
something built of wood and full 
ot gadgets like automatic dishwash- 
ers, writes Robert A. Mullen, in 
The Christian . Science Monitor 
Then, during the war, had followed 
his phase of thinking of houses as a 
“machine for living.” During this 
period, he had explored with a ma- 
jor airplane firm the idea of apply- 
ing aeronautical experience to mass 
house building. 

But after the war, it became clear 
to him, and to the Rockefellers, 
that the world's most urgent need 
was not for gadgets, for aesthetics, 
or fancier ways of living. The 
need was just simply for plain 
houses to protect from weather and 
provide a minimum standard of 
comfort. E 

Then, one day in Venezuela, the 
bright idea came. The Rockefellers 
have extensive projects in Vene- 
guela, and at one point needed a 
couple of houses for executive per- 
sonnel. Mr. Harrison discovered 
that to erect two rather modest 
prefab houses of United States de- 
sign would cost about $20,000 per 
house. 

By coincidence, at the same time 
he wanted 22 acres of swampland 
filled in as a site for a warehouse. 
He asked a local contractor who 
was building some roads for an oil 
company what it would cost to do 
the filling job. The contractor 
looked at qa near-by hill and opined 
that with his big earth-moving ma- 
chinery, he could cut the hill down 
and fill the swamp for not more 
than $20,000. In other words, you 
could move a mountain in Vene- 
zuela for the price of a five-room 
house! : 

In this vivid fashion, Mr. Harri- 
son was reminded of the widely ac- 
ceped fact that the cheapest ‘sort 
of construction known to modern 
man is road building. His thoughts 
inevitably roamed in hat direction, 
coming up with the question: Why 
not use road-building machinery to 
construct houses? 

Back at his Long Island estate, 
he began a serles of experiments 
all aimed at using giant road-con- 
struction equipment to build the 
world’s best cheap house. He was 
very glad to settle on concrete. It 
has many advantages, especially in 
tropical climates where destructive 
insects quickly spoil soft woods and

Mr, Harrison built two liouses at 
his Long Island place, working out 
technical problems For instance, he 
found that the corners 
crack and found a way of mating 
them thicker and stronger by using 
nylon-rubber tubes. inflated with air 
to act as. corner ‘iorms.. Wige 
ready to remove forms, all he had 
to do was deflate the corner tubes. 
Getting the steel wall forms to slip 
off easily was a problem until a 
workman remembered an old-coun . 
try trick of washing the suriace 
with a tannic acid solution. At 
Long Island, he used a gantry 
crane, but at Norfolk he found that 
a bomber crane used during the war 
to clear air fields of crippled bomb- 
ers was ideal for lifting the room 
form and roof section. 

Of course, this still left a—need 
for actual field experience, and 
especially cost experience. At Nor- 
folk, an especially acute housing , 
shortage existed. So, at the request . 
of .a Norfolk businessman, the 
Rockefellers built 200 houses; meet- 
ing all federal housing administra- 
tion requirements. 

This job has shown that they 
can build a good, five-room, con- 
crete house, having automatic heat, 
good plumbing, but no gadgeth 
that will rent for $45 a month. If 
the house were to be sold, it would 
sell for approximately $5,000 to 
$5,500, land included. .The house is 
roughly comparable, except for the 
attic, to the new houses one sees im 
suburbs selling for $8,000 to 
$11,000. Of course, “roughly com- 
parable” is a relative term and 
might not meet with universal 
agreement. : 

It is true the houses are not 
especially pretty. They suffer from 
the same fate as most modern con- 
crete houses in that they are square 
and squat. Yet they have a. full- 
length window and a_ certain 
amount of shrubbery, which goes 
with the house, may offset some of 
the angular uniformity of the group. 

However,these Norfolk hotses 
were a pioneering effort, to lead 
the way for thousands of even more 
austere units in pldces of the world 
where any sort of roof ‘is better 
than a leaky tent, or rat-ridden mud 
hut, where sanitation and protection 
must necessarily come before 
charm; and where a good, cheap 
house is just about the most he- 
manitarian item that can be offered..

, Poll Reveals 

Cheating in the classroom has 
long been a touchy problem in high 
schools., A poll of 10,000 high school 
students revealed that more than 
50 per cent of the youths had cheat- 
in one way or another in the class- 
room. 

There have been many atfempts 
to curb this problem and one of 
the most successiul has been the 
project carried on by students and 
faculty at Fordson High School 
in suburban Dearborn, 

Students in each of Fordson’s 
36 social science classes selected 
a delegate to represent them at a 
student congress especially get up 
to determine what could be ~done 
about cheating. The congress was 
split into small groups of five or 
six studencs. A general discussion 
of the cheating problem was carried 
on in each group. 

The delegates then returned to 
their classrooms, where further dis- 
cussion was held, After compiling 
suggestions from these discussions, 
the congress then set up a definite 
program to curb cheating. 

The program was studied .by the 
faculty and the final finishing touch- 
es added. It’s this student cooper- 
ative iob that has practically elim- 
inated cheating from Fordson High. 
The problem has been brought out 
in the open, teachers explain, and 
the student now feels that by help- 
ing to set up a corrective program 
he is helping himself, 

Delegates, in formulating their 
analysis of the problem, pointed 
out that there “is a great deal of 
cheating going on” and that “much 
of the cheating goes on unbeknown 
to the teachers.” The students then 
listed various ways that Fordson 
youths were cheating. 


Some of these were: Copying 


answers from another student on 


Danger Signals 

Then the delegates listed the 
shortcomings of cheating. These in- 
cluded: 

Cheating lowers a atudent’s sense 
of honesty. Students don’t learn as 
much when they cheat. Cheating de- 
velops attitudes and viewpoints 
which may cause the student trou- 
ble in later life. Cheating hurts 
both parents and taxpayers, &s stu- 
dents don’t get the full measure 
of what school has to offer. It is 
unfair to a student who doesn’t 
cheat and gets low marks to see @ 
student cheat and land on the honor 
roll, 

The final recommenidations of the 
congress, which the school has put 
in @fiect to eliminate cheating, 
include: 

That more emphasis be placed on 
honor, and that the dishonesty of 
cheating be stressed. 

That wheneve. a test is being 
given teacherg should watch care- 
fully to prevent cheating. This 
would not only catch cheaters but 
protect the student who doesn’t 
want to cheat but who may be put 
on the spot by his classiates. 

That the same test should never 
be given to several classes. 

That papers should never be €x-. 
changed and corrected by students, 

That no student should be allow- 
ed to record grades in a grade 


” book. 


That more theme type tests 
should be given. 

Work other than tests should be 
assignei and heavily considered 


for the final mark in a course,

Slip-Covers For 
Children’s Books 


“Be careful of that book, Dear. 
It’s a beautiful thing, and you don’t 
want to spoil it.” j 

it is a beautiful thing, and he 
doesn't want to spoil it, but little 
fingers get smudgy, and how is a 
child to enjoy his’ books if he is 
constantly warned to be careful? 

One answer to the problem is 
a set of slip covers made from the 
plastic fabric which is sold by the 
yard for making mattress protect- 
ors and other waterproof articles. 
Being transparent, it interferes very 
little with the enjoyment of brightly 
colored covers on storybooks, yet 
it offers fine protection. 

In makjng the slip covers, it has 
been found that a complete wrap- 
around is best, from the inner edge 
of the front cover to the inner edge 
of the back cover. Cut it to extend 
about half an inch beyond while it 
is still on the book, as close to the 
edges of the book’s own covers as 
you can manage, 

Then slip it off and stitch, pre- 
ferably with nylon thread, com- 
pletely across the top and bottom, 
inside the basting stitches. By mak- 
ing it rather small, and easing it 
on like a glove, you can get an al- 
most invisible skin-tight effect. 

Leave Quarter-Inch Seam 

After stitching, remove the bast- 

ing threads and trim the edges, 


, leaving a quarter-inch seam. Turn 
right side out, and, bending the 


covers of the book back as far as 
they will go without being forced, 
begin to work the slip cover over 
both at once. Be sure to keep the 
geam toward the inside of the cov- 
ers. 

When it has been worked into 
place, you will find that the seam 
edges at the top and bottom of the 
back binding are stretched awk- 
wardly. Clip them as far as the 
stitching on either side of this sec- 
tion, and tuck them in, 


May Be Able 
To “Hear” Print 


lt may soon be possible for the 
blind to “hear” print if the latest 
experiments with radar are success- 
ful. Equipment has been designed 
which, it is claimed, would enable 
a blind person to read ordinary 
print more easily than Braille. 

A tiny beam of light, moving 


 glong the line of print, picks up re- 


flections from the letters and passes 
them into an apparatus which trans- 
forms them into sound, Each letter 
has a distinctive sound which is 
memorized by the blind operator, 
who, with practice, is able to read 
the printed word. 

This is just one of the many mar- 
vellous devices being perfected at 
St. Dunstan's, world famous organi- 
sation for aiding men and women 
blinded on war service, The number 
of blinded ex-Servicemen under the 
care of St. Dunstan's is 1600 as a 
result of the First World War, and 
1,200 as a result of the Second.

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Billions Of Them | 
But No Two Alike : 


te eens 


Of all the billions of snowflakes 
that fall in 2 snowstorm, each is 
a masterpicee of design; yet no- 
body has ever discovered two that 
were exactly alike. 


Perhaps, they do look irregular 
in shape as they fall, but when they 
are examined under a microscope 
they are seen to be made up of deli- 
cate hexagonal or sixsided crystals, 
these being missed together in a 
multitude of beautiful forms. : 


Behind those leaden winter clouds 
the miraculous birth of a snowflake 
is going on, and the raw materials 
is invisible water vapour, If the 
temperature falls, this water vapour 
condenses into tiny drops of water 


‘forming round dust particles, The 


tiny drops combine and fall as rain. 
In certain conditions, however— 
and these must be just right— snow- 
flakes are formed instead. 


The temperature must be below 
freezing, there must be water va- 
pour in the air, and also particles 
pf floating dust around which the 
snow-erystals can form. Even 0, 
it might be “too cold for snow,” 
for when. the surface air is three 
degrees below freezing point the 
chances are five to one against snow 
forming. 

“As white as snow” is a common 
expression, yet snow is really color- 
less. If a flake is examined under 
a microscope it is seen to be clear 
transparent ice, But when lying in 
drifts on the ground the light that 
falls upon it is reflected in all direc- 
tions and creates a pure whiteness. 


“Health-giving snow” is another 
popular phrase, and there is some- 
thing in it. Scientists have proved 
that the purifying effect of falling 
snow upon the air is greater than 
that of a similar quantity of water 
falling as rain. 

“It is rarely that snow is. quite 
dry,” says the medical journal, the 
“Tancet,” and thus it presents a 
more or less moist surface to both 
the soluble and suspended impur- 
ities of the air and so carries them 
to earth.” 


Lighter Than Rain 


Snow is much lighter than, rain, 
being atout one-tenth the weight of 
an equal bulk of water, though this 
proportion varies according to the 
compactness of the snow. Sometimes 
it takes only six inches of snow to 
make one inch of water, but occa- 
sionally it may take thirty inches. 

A severe snowstorm with a hard 
frost ig disastrous in a civilized 
country. The snow settles on the 
telegraph wires, freezes, and adds 
an enormous weight to the load 
the poles have.to support. Then as 
the loaded wires are driven to and 
fro by the wind, they sway and 
either snap off their poles or drag 
them out of the ground.

“Warm” Snow 


Snow acts like a warm blanket. 
On one occasion in America it was 
found that there was a difference 
in temperature of 56 degrees Fah- 
renheit between the_cold snow at 
the surface and the warmer snow 
seven inches down, This- blanket 
effect explains why sheep buried 
beneath the surface often survive. 

In Africa, almost at the equator, 
there is a snowheld on Mount 
Kenya and another on Mount Kili- 
manjaro. There is a height in all 
latitudes,. whether tropical or arctic, 
above which the snow never melts 
entirely at any season of the year, 
and this is called the snow-line. 

Scientists think it not improbable 
that there is as much as a million 
cubic miles of snow and ice now on 
the land part of the earth. If. this 
were melted and returned to the sea 
it would raise the ocean level about 
thirty feet.

Here, briefly, is what the long 
brunette actually did before head- 
ing for the showers that memorable 
day. Competing in the colors of 
Ohio State University he tied the 
199 yard mark of 9 and 4/5 seconds. 
He scampered 220 yards on the 
flat in 20 and 3/10th seconds and 
skimmed the same distance over the 
low hurdles in 22 arié 3/5ths. And 
somewhere, in among these chores, 
he rested up by broad-jumping 26 
feet & and % ifiches.

These last three were all new 
world records; and as 200 meters 
happens to be a trifle shorter than 
220 yards, these times were also 
accepted as new world marks for 
the metric distances as well. That is 
to say, between sunup and sun- 
down, Mr, Owens tied one world’s 
recor’ and set five new ones — all 
of which were formally accepted as 
international standards.

Three-time milking has been 
shown to yield all the way“from 6 
to 20 per cent more milk than when 
you two-time cows. And four-time 
milking adds another 6 per cent. 
But most farmers don’t favor that 
much work 

And why should they, when you 
can get a herd average of more than 
600 pounds of fat with twice-a-day 
milking? That's what Carl Lueder, 
wu, the Middle’ West, did last year. 
At 618.3 pounds, Lueder's herd of 
grade Guernseys was the only herd 
to top 600. His average has gone up 
from 492 pounds in 1934, 

* * * 

A neighbor gave one reason for 
Lueder’s high production—besides 
good) cows — when he said: “Carl 
just lives with his cattle.” 

And he does things efficiently. 
His 23 cows get rapid machine milk- 
ing. There's deep bedding on the 
concrete floor. And he hasn't been 
buying ‘outside stock, 

All these things have helped. No 
calf losses from Bang’s, either. “We 
vaccinate all our young stuff,” Carl 
explained. 

Lueder also is a great believer in 
a regular routine—“so the cows get 
to know what's coming.”

—€Jne common rule says 14 pounds 
of grain are about right for a cow 
producing two poufids of fat. An- 
other rule says one pound of grain 
for each two and one-half pounds 
of milk with a high fat test, down 
to one pound for each four or five 
pounds of low-test milk.

But you can’t go entirely by rules. 
There’s an art to keeping a cow do- 
ing her best. 

“If you see a cow come in at 
night, and she doesn't look as if she 
cares about eating, better watch her 
grain ration,” suggests Spencer. 
“Some cows can handle a lot of 
grain, some can’t.” 

Protein is important, too, So are 
ration “extras.” Spencer always 
feeds jodized galt, because he’s in a 
golter region, Lueder makes regular 
use of a mixture containing trace 
minerals. 

He also feeds a multiple vitamin 
preparation. Vitamin D is especially 
necessary in winter, when cows 
don’t get much sunshine, It helps 
them assimilate calcium and phos- 
phorus.

Queerest Mine 


In The World . 


Jobn Clayton Gillibrand, bespec- 
tacled, middle-aged citizen of Chats- 
worth, Cahiornia, has become 
wealthy “dishing ip” oysters 10,000,- 
000 years old! He’s not a restaurant 
owner but a miner with the most 
unusual diggings in the world—en 
oyster mine situated on a motntain 
up half a mile above sea level. 


This southern California rancher 
accidentally stumbled on the huge 
bed of oyster fossils while strolling 
ever his property one day about 
twenty years ago. It has made him 
rich, : 

Gilbrand’s ranch is not the type 
that most farmers yearn to own-or 
rathér it wasn't until the discovery 
was made. Situated in a hot, arid 
section 2,400 fect above sea level, 
little vegetation can grow in the 
rocky soil, Gillibrand’s small herd 
of cattle failed to thrive on their 
sparse diet, and he was hard put to 
gtow enough garden produce for 
his own table. 

One day, in debt and discouraged, 
Gillibrand made a tour of his proper- 
¥; wondering whether to sell it. 

icking disconsolately into the 
loose earth on top of Tapo moun- 
tain, an ugly hill right in the centre 
of his ranch, he noticed a handful 
of prehistoric sea shells. He put a 
few in his pocket as.curios. 

‘Some time later he- showed the 
fossils to a geologist-and took him 
to the spot where they had come 40 
thé surface. Gillibrand’s friend tried 
to conceal his excitement, and a few 
days later he reported that Tapo 
mountain was, in reality, a huge 
mound of prehistoric oyster shells 
and other fossils containing 97 per 
eent. calcium, a product in big de- 
mand as poultry feed and fertilizer. 


, Scientists explain that the unusual 
deposit—the largest of its kind in 
that part of the world—is the result 
of a tremendous earthquake which 
occurred millions of years ago, The 
convulsion lifted the ocean bed a 
half-mile into a mountain. The mar- 
ine Tife died and was converted into 
nearly pure calcium during the 
thousands of centuries that followed. 


The Tapo bed wag found to con- 
tain oysters of all sizes, some of 
them as much as three feet in dia- 
meter. These form the top layer of 
an estimated 50,000-foot-deep ac- 
eumulation of marine sediment. Test 
holes have proved that Gillibrand’s 
oyster mountain is at least 2,300 
feet deep and probably deeper. 

The rancher, however, isn’t wor- 
rying about the full extent of the de- 
posit. Even at the rate of his present 
mining operations, digging and the 
processing 100 tons a day, he says 
he has enough unmined shells ‘to 
keep his érew of fourteen men busy 
for 500 years. 


Gillibrand did not rush out to sell 
mining shares insorder to finance 
his new. business. He bought an old 
lorry and a second-had rock-crusher 
and for several years mined, crushed 
and packaged the product with his 
own hands. Gradually, the business 
was expanded from the profits. To- 
day, Gillibrand has more than $150,- 
000 invested in equipment, and 
profits are estimated to “be -over 
$500 a day.

Landing A Good Shoal of Snoek 


A post-war addition to Britain's 
larder, about which there has been 
a good deal of controversy, is a 
fish called “Smoek.” 


John Seymour, in London Call- 
ing, tells of catching some off the 
coast of South. Africa. 

For a typical day's fishing in 
Walvis Bay waters, each vessel car- 
ried a crew of from eight to 13 
men, with Swedish or Portuguese 
skippers and colored or half-caste 
crews from the Cape We would 
sleep the night hove-to, right out 
on the ocean, and at dawn we would 
muster and get the ship moving, 
either by setting the sails to draw 
or by starting up the engine. Then 
we would take our places round the 
stern, standing between the gun- 
wale and a@ fence of planks, which 
was to keep the fish from getting 
under our feet. - 

Each man had %& short, hand-line 
fastened to the rail. On the end 
of the hend-line was a fire trace, 
then a Heavy, conical lead, then a 
steel hook, the size of the outline 
of a man’s hand, with no barb on 
it. 

Tied to the eye of the hook was 
a frayed piece of shark skin, which 
flashed through the water, and 
looked like a pilchard—at least, the 
snoek thought it did. 

As the ship sailed slowly along, 
we jerked our lines in the water to 
attract the snock. We might keep 
this wp for an hour or two without 
getting a bite, and then, suddenly, 
every man’s line was whipping and 
cutting through the water with a 
fish on it. 

We had to pull in our lines with 
\all our strength. It was like hang- 
ing on to a bucking bronco; and if 
yoR did not pull in right smartly, 
your fish would weave about and 
fangle up other people's lines, and 
then you would’ hear some very 
choice Cape Dutch. 

All around was frenzied activity 
—every man pulling fish in and 
swinging them out as fast as he 
could, the fish leaping thir jumping 
about on the deck behind, people 
swearing and shouting, and people 
bowling for the cook to leave his 
pots and pans in the fo’castle and 
come and fish, too. I have done 
many things, but I have never done 
anything more exciting than get- 
ting in a good shoal of snoek. 

The battle might last an hour, by 
which time the stern was heaped 
high with fish, which were falling 
over the fence of planks and get- 
ting mixed up with our feet. Then 
was the time for the skipper to give 
the order to “head,” but it was al- 
ways a job for him to get us to coil 
our lines, for every snoek that we 
caught meant more money for us.

de babby!” Old Petrus, who stood 
next to me, used to shout. 

“You mean dop for — Petrus!” 
some cynic would reply — “dop” 
being the South African for brandy. 

Put, at last, we would consent to 
coil our lines, and each man would 
take up a great carving knife and 
begin to slice off the heads of the 
snoek as fast as he could, and 
throw them overboard. The snoek’s 
gills are filled with little thorns, and 
as yoy have to put your fingers into 
the gill to hold-the fish, it is rather 
painful. Howeyer, we gaffed the 


headed fish forward eut of the way, - 


swilled down the deck, and returned 
to our lines. Maybe, we could 
start catching again immediately, or 
perhaps we would wait an hour or 
two before striking them again. 

Meanwhile, two wizened old 
Cape Malays were busy at the 
flecking tables. One would pick up 
a snoek by the tail, lay it on the 
table, and, with four quick strokes 
with a little knife, lay it open along 
the back so that it was flat like a 
kipper. 

Within a third of a minute from 
being picked up, the fish would be 
flying through the air into a wash- 
ing tank. From there, it was pitch- 
forked out again and taken to a 
salting table. It would be rubbed 
in the salt, then flung into one of a 
half-a-dozen huge, wooden tanks, 
which took up most of the space on 
the deck. 

It would lie there pickling in its 
own juice for, perhaps, 24 hours. 
and then, after dark, when the fish 
would not bite, it would be my 
privilege, as mate, to pitch it into 
the hold with, perhaps, 1,000 others, 
and stow it into a neat stack.

The story of “the egg is an in- 
teresfing one. Most of us take-for 
granted that an egg has a shell

a. white, and an air cell. Close 
examination will, however, reveal 
several more parts. Just.inside the 
shell are the outer agml inner, shell 


membranes. Next to these mem- 
branes. can be found the white, 
Close observation will show not 


one but three layers of white. Next 
to the shell membranes is a layer 
known as the outer thin white. And 
then comes the dense or thick 
white, Inside the» thick white is 
the inner thin white. And, believe 
it or not, there’s still another layer, 


not easily seen by the eye, “Which - 


surrounds the yolk and goes by 
the fancy term of chalaziferous 
layer of white. This layer is pro- 
longed toward the ends of the egg 
in which two whitish cords are 
twisted in opposite directions and 
tend to hold the yolk in the center 
of the egg. ‘ 
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Postage Stamps 
That Caused Trouble 


Sometimes the design of a stamp 
achieves far-reaching affects. Two 
strikng examples of stamps which 
caused much mischief are, fret, the 
original issue of Sudanese stamps 
under the Anglo-Egyptian condo- 


minium; and, second, ah early issue_ 


of George V stamps intended for 
use in India. 

With the coming of peace in the 
Sudan,\British local commanders 
were concerned with converting 
erstwhile enemies into co-operative 
friends. (No easy task, as it turn- 
ed out!) 

Imagine, then, the horror of the 
local proconsuls when it was dis- 
covered that the stamps sent out 
from England had all been water- 
marked with what, to a true son of 
the Prophet, was the symbol of 
the Cross! 

Yet the watermark~ was not @ 
cross at all, but a  quatrefoil— 
cruciform ornament beloved of Go- 
thic artists. Bus how were the Mo- 
hammedans—fearful that they were 
tq be tricked into becoming Christ- 
jans by being made to kiss (or lick) 
the Cross—to know that! 

Not content with having foolish- 
ly, even if unwittingly, offended the 
Moslems of the Sudan, those res- 
ponsible for the issue of the Em- 
pire’s stamps committed another 
blunder calculated to offend the 
sensitive prejudices of Moslems: 
this time of the Indian variety. 


The stamps, designed by Mr> 
McKennal, showed King George 
V wearing the Imperial crown, 


robed ‘in ermine and collared with 
the chain of the Order of the In- 
dian Empire, from which chain de- 
pended the miniature model of an 
elephant which is the badge of the 
Order. 

Now, on none of the stamps is 
it very clear that it is an elephant 
which is intended to be represented, 
but. on the two annas and three 
annas values it seemed to be clear 
to the outraged Moslem Indians 
that the artist had drawn not the 
noble elephant, but the lowly hog— 
an animal regarded by every Mo- 
hammedan as unclean. Once again, 
uproar, The whole issue was with- 
drawn. i

They're dead sure millions of Am- 
ericans want a car priced a lot low- 
er than the cheapest 1950 models 
now being shown. 

Since mass production of auto- 
mobiles began in the .U.S., car 
makers have kept a vigilant eye on 
the market to see if Americans, like 
Europeans, would demand any 
great numbers of tiny cars. From 
time to time companies have tried 
to sell midget autos in the U.S, 
Most of them failed. Only two or 
three managed to keep going any 
length of time, on a small scale.

Now, however, several factors 
exist which might change the situ- 
ation. In the auto industry it’s. a 
burning question, The present pros- 
perity has given thousands of 
families enough income for two 
cars.

Farmers have had to take some 
pretty hard knocks during the last 
couple of weeks—and mostly from 


the United States. Declaration of—j— 


pork products as surplus, and the 
decision to dump millions of dollars 
worth of other agricultural pro- 
ducts on the export market at 
prices below cost. And then along 
comes Louis Sromfield, — well- 
known apthor, and owner of Mal- 
abar Farm in Ohio, and tells a 
Canadian audience that bad farm- 
ers are largely responsible for low 
farm prices and that “during the 
next 25 or 30 years bad’ farmers 
will be eliminated, leaving anly the 
farmer who is a scientist, a special- 
ist and a business-man.” 


From other reports we notice a 


trend towards encouraging tarm- 
ing on a large scale. Does that mean 
the gradual ousting of the 100- 
acre farmer? Surely there is room 
for both types. In 
have our Eaton's and Simpson's; 
Woolworth’s and Kresge’s—-all of 
whom help promote competition, 
But where would we be without 
our small town merchants ,.. or 
without our small acreage farmers? 

We think the farmer should make 
every éffort to be-a good business- 
man—on a small scale. But de- 
liver us from commercial farming 
as a pattern for agriculture. We 
might as wel] have collective farm- 
ing and done with it. There. are 
many large farms in Ontario, with 
beautiful barns, wonderful _live- 
stock and the very latest in ma- 
chinery. They are the show win- 
dows of agriculture, and we are 
proud that Canada can boast of so 
many. Yet it is the small farmers 
who are responsible for the bulk of 
agricultural products. It was the 
small farmer to whom the govern- 
ment appealed for increased pro- 
duction during the war years; and 
also in the post-war period to 
feed “the hungry peoples of the 
world. Now- there is a surplus of 
farm produce in this country, and 
we are told, in effect, that the farm- 
er must learn to shift for himself 
and not depend upon government 
dupport or government subbsidies. 
Well, not all farmers want sub- 
sidies anyWay—we realize only too 
well that we help pay for them. 
Rut neither do we like this idea of 


business we

Falling markets are bad enough 
but to insinuate that farmers have 
been short-sighted and are them- 
selves to blame, is adding insult 
to injury. It makes me think of

For the lecturer 
was none other than Salvador Dali, 
who believes in doing everything 
the hard way! 

Air was pumped to him through 
a rubber tube, and the pearls which 
cascaded from his lips were con- 


by amplifiers. Half-way through 
the talk something happened to 
the air system and, throngh the 
window of his helmet, Dali's audi- 
ence watched their idol’ tarn a 
delicate purple. 

“Open his helmet!” shouted the 
organizer. “Who's got the key?” 

The key was in the custody of 
Gala, Dali's lovely wife, who had 
retired from the lecture amd was 
enjoying coffee in a nearby cafe. 
They brought her back at a trot 
and released the  half-suffocated 
Dali. His first words were, “The 
experiment turned out to be more 
interesting than I imagined.” 

Dali is an unusual man, He has 
been vilified and called a charlatan, 
but he continues his chosen path 
serenely. Why shouldn't he? It is 
a pleasant enough path, thickly - 
paved with gold. 

This darting little man, born 45 
years ago in Figueras, Spain, was 
the son of a notary who wanted 
him to follow in his own respec- 
table fodtsteps. But Savador had 
a mania for drawing, and as soon 
as he could wield a pencil he cov- 
ered the walls of his nursery with 
the crude figures of birds, animals 
and men. § 

The urge to draw was so strong 
that his father sent him to the 
University of Fine Arts in Madrid, 
where he proved to be a brilliant 
copyist of masters like Raphael and 
Vermeer. Soon he was satirizing 
them, The authorities frowned on 
this, so in sulky disgust Dali took 
to doodling. He filled in his time 
drawing criss-cross lines, circles, 
triangles and shapeless figures. 

“lt was not until ten years later,” 
confesses: Dali, “in Paris, that I 
discovered that my- doodling rep- 
resented the full force of my sub- 
conscious mind, and was a real con-- 
tribution to surrealist art.” 

Dali was a violent little man at 
the time and, at twenty, was hurled 
into jail for political activities. Two 
years later the authorities of the 
Art School expelled him for in- 
citing the students to insurrection! 

Then he began flirting with the 
Dadaists, a school of painters who 
rejected all existing values in art 
and substituted chaos. 

As 4 small boy Dali had been 
terrified of all sorts of things. He 
began putting these haunting im- 
ages on paper. To his utter delight 
—for he was poor at the time—he 
found that people wanted to buy 
them! 

So, instead of ‘suppressing his 
fears, all he did was to express 
them on paper, and lo! he was 
famous. He graduated into the 
Syrrealist Group in 1929, held a 
one-man show and sold every pic- 
ture. in 

If Paris liked this work of D li, 
how much quicker would America 
lap it up? So he sailed to that land 
of opportunity’ and quickly teamed 
up ‘with the shrewd Mr. Julien 
Levy, who owned galleries on 
Fifty Seventh Street. 

He was well publicized. Ameri- 
can women raved over his work. © 
Levy placed a section of his gal- 
leries at Dali's disposal and in four 
weeks they. sold $25,000 worth ot 
his creations. 

People who know noting about 
art—and some who do—view Dalj’s 
paintings from every angle and then 
ask timidly, “What does it mean?” 
“Mean!” bellows Dali, “Mean? 
Why—even 1 don’t know what it 
means! That is why it is so amaz- 
ing.” 

At other times he will go into 
great detail, watching the confusion 
on his questioner’s face. 

Once an elderly lady stood for 
a long time trying to make out 
what the telephone in Dali's can- 
vas, Debris of an Automobile Giv- 
irg Birth to a Blind Horse Biting 
a Telephone meant, Eventually she 
plucked up courage to ask, 
“Madam,” explained Dali, sor- 
rowlfully,: “the telephone represents 
the blackened bones of my father - 
passing between the male and fe- 
male figures of Milet’s Angelus.” 

He loves stunning people with 
unusual ideas. Once, when lecturing 
for a substantial fee to a group of

In Britain from Portsmouth to 
Inverness and from Cardiff to Hull, 
on every fairground of any size the

theatre is set up, with its boxing- 
ring inside. THtn, over the blaring 
music of the fair, over the shouted 
invitations of other showmen, the 
age-old challenge to all comers is 
repeated again and again. 

The boxers are on view, standing 
ia line on a platform outside the 
booth, fending point to the barker’s 
reiterated phrases: “Any weight 
from seven stone to fourteen! Pick 
your own man.” 

The charge for admission is small, 
agri a shilling, but even then 

is difficult to get the -fairgoers 
inside until they have seen a con- 
testant come forward, . 

However, the delay is seldom a 
long one nowadays, Young men 
who have boxed in the Forces are 
always eager to “have a go.” Be- 
sides, every town and village has its 
favourite local boxer, ‘who can gen- 
erally be relied on to acceept the 
challenge. As soon as a fight has 
been arranged the paybox becomes 
busy and the shillings flow in. 

Seats are seldom provided, and 
the grass of the fairground field is 
the theatre's floor. In the centre the 
boxing-ring is roped off, and the 
crowd: stands around it, With many 
ceremonial phrases the contestants 
are introduced, and the bell rings. 

Long experience and continual 
practice give the booth boxer an 
initial advantage. Also, he knows 
and has to know, every trick of the 
fighting trade. ‘True, he may face a 
top-rank amateur in need of a little

Do Their Dancing 
On Their Knees 


Goulimine, a former Foreign Le- 
gion outpost on the southernmost 
fringe of Morocco, is the only place 
in the world where the ghedra is 
being danced. And the ghedra_ is 
probably the only dance in exist- 
ence during which the dancer re- 
mains on her knees, without moving 
legs or feet. 

1 was recently staying. at Gouli- 
mine as guest of the French Com- 
manding Officer, and on my second 
night my host arranged the ghedra, 
the dance that I had travelled hun- 
dreds of miles to see, writes Ron 
Landau in “london Calling.” We 
were about a dozen Europeans, 
chiefly French officers and their 
wives, and after a ceremonial din- 
ner at the officers’ mess, we moved 
into an adjoining reception room to 
await the dancers. 

It was nearly midnight when they 
atrived—tiny, dark women, exquis- 
itely dressed in floating, night-blue 
robes that covered them from head 
to foot. Though by profession they 
ranked not so much as dancers as 
courtesans, they behaved with the 
dignity of @uchesses, and moved 
with the grace of gazelles. 

There were about twenty of them, 
rand as soon as they had shaken 
hands with us, they let themselves 
glide onto the cushions prepared 
for them on the ground. Meanwhile, 
in front of the dancers a semi-circle 
of musicians formed, magnificent- 
looking Blue-men, with the eyes of 
hawks and the faces of. eagles, 
Goulimine is the heart of the Blue- 
men country, so called because of 
the exclusively blue garments worn 
by the population. Sometimes, the 
blue dye penetrates their skin, and 
gives them a dramatic appearance 
unlike that of any people I had 
ever seen, 

Though there were over a dozen 
of these men, only one of them 
played an instrument—namely, the 
ghedra, a large, earthenware jar 
used as a drum. The other men 
were to provide the singing, and 
especially the hand-clapping which 
forms the main accompainment to 
most Berber dances, 

Each woman dances solo for 
about ten minutes, and is then re- 
placed by another one. Having re- 
moved her top garments, she now 
exposes the traditional silvery jew- 
ellery that covers much of her 
front, and her complicated hair- 
dress of scores of little plaits, in 
which tiny jewels and ornaments 
have been entwined. Kneeling on 
the ground she dances chiefly with 


her arms, hands, and fingers in 
rapid, jerky, but beautifully sensitive 
movements that respond to each 
beat of the drum and of the clapping. 
Each new sound ushers in a new 
movement and a new pose of. the 
dancer, 


You will naturally wish to know 
why the‘ women crouch on the 
ground, The ghedra is essentially a 
love dance; originally it was danced 
by one woman for one’ particular 
man. Since the desert Berbers all 
lived—and, to some extent, still do 
—in tents that are low and not very 
spacious, there not enough 
room for the womian either to atand 
up or to move about freely, and she

was forced to remain kneeling on 
the ground

In radio, as in any other profes- 
sion, one can go plodding along at 
one’s normal routine for weeks and 
even months without anything par- 


ticularly exciting to remember until, | 


suddenly, the unexpected happens 
—the “highlight” of an unusual oc- 
casion, an extra good “story,” an 
encounter, perhaps, that makes you 
realize just how worthwhile the 


medium of broadcasting can be in 


“helping to build up friendly inter- 


national relations. 

That is how I am feeling at the 
inoment of writing, after having 
organized a reunion between friends 
who have not seen each other for 
25 years-——one in London and the 
other on the Island of Orleans, in 
Quebec Province. 

It started while [ was on a visit 
tu French-speaking Canada, seeing 
some of the people I broadcast to 
nearly every evening in our London 
contribution to the French “Acti- 
ality Review.” 

Unspoiled Part of the Country 

Just before we left Quebec for a 
tour of the Island of Orleans, 
down stream in the middle of the 
wide St. Lawrence, one of the chief 
announcers stopped us to remind us 
“to be sure and call on M. Eudore 
Letourneau. in the Village of Ste. 
Famille. 

We called on him at the very last 
minute, because there had been so 
many other people to see ongthe 
island, which is perhaps one of 
the most unspoiled parts of the 
country near Quebec, This is still 
the romantic part of French Canada 
that has. retained its old-world 
charm Itis only a few years since 
Orleans was joined to the mainland 
by a steel bridge, and that probably 
explains how the inhabitants have 


managed to keep up the old, 
French-Canadian traditions and 
way of life. 

| arrived on a bright, crisp, 


autumn day, and the maple leaves 
were flashing crimson between the 
fir and the spruce, almost the same 
color as the apples which Madame 
Letourneau was carefully polishing 


in the barn when we called. Her 
husband rushed out to greet us, 
very pleased to meet somebody 


from Great Britain. 
He said English visitors to the 
island were rare, very rare—in fact, 


the only English person he had 
ever seen on the island was his 
protége, a man called William 


Pearson, who had come to his farm 
as a boy and had grown up with 
his own family. He scribbled an 
address on a piece of paper: “Wil- 
liam Pearson,*Reginald Road, Dept- 
ford, London.” Could I, when I 
got back, find out what had “become 
of him? Pearson had left the island 
years ago—25 years ago, to be 
precise. They had corresponded 
intermittently up to the Second 
World War, but; since then, there 
had been no news from Deptford. 


M. Letourneau was most anxious 
to know what had become of mon 
petit Anglais, as he called the now- 
mature William, and one of the 
first things I did when I got back 
to London was to try to locate him. 
To my delight, after a few inquiries, 
{ found him, He had been blitzed, 
ae I had feared, and had sustained 
an injury to his spine which means 
that he can do only light work now. 
t wrote and asked him to come to 
the B.B.C. and discuss the possi- 
bility of broadcasting a message to 
Eudore Letourneau., | doubted, of 
course, whether he would be able 
to remember any of his French 
after such a long time, but perhaps, 
witha little coaching, he could read 
a short script. 

To my amazement, I discovered 
that William Pearson was perfectly 
capable, after a little preliminary 
discussion together, of broadcasting 
in French an unscripted interview 
with me about his memories of the 
Island of Orleans, ending up with 
a personal message for Eudore and 
his family, and he spoke French 
still with the accent peculiar to the 


island. [ had cabled over to Can- 
ada-before the broadcast so that 
Kudore Letourneau and all his 


friends on the island were advised 
beforehand, and they all sat and 


listened in, as they wrote. after- 
wards, “with the tears streaming 
down our cheeks.” 


Since that day, the two of them 
are corresponding regularly again. 
Personally, | feel sure that William 
vill manage to see his beloved 

dopted family again.

As A Neighbor 


Once again Nature has declared 
war. 

On December 2nd, as dawn was 
breaking, \Mount. Etna erupted 
from new craters, and the people of 
Bronte found a stream of molten 
lava five hundred feet wide and 
twenty feet high advancing upon 
them at the rate of half-a-mile an 
hour. They knew that no power on 
earth could stop that advance, and 
they did the only possible thing. 

At ten o'clock that evening the 
town evacuated its 20,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

Eighty times since man started 
keeping records Etna has caused 
death and destruction, The last time 
was in 1928, when incandescent lava 
completely obliterated a railway and 
destroyed the towns of Hascati and 
Nunziati. 

Living on the slope of a volcano 
must be Jike living in a house on a 
frontie? aud.  kiiowing that an 
enemy's entire heavy artillery is 
trained on the house. When hos- 
tilities break out you will be the 
first to be hit. 

Why.do people live there, know-¢ 


ing that at any moment they and ~ 


their posseesions might be destroy- 


- ed 


(Qne-good reason is that the sides 
of Volcanoes are often the most fer- 
tile areas in the district, The slopes 
of Mount Etna, for instance, are so 
fertile that as many as five crops 
are raised every year.

hundred active volcanoes. in the. 
world and the slopes of most of’ 
them are inhabited. In some cases 
the people know from past exper- 
jence that they will receive good 
warning before an eruption, but in 
others they may have less than an 
hour to clear out with whatever val- 
uables they can take with them. 

Vesuvius is one of the most un- 
predictable, In A.D. 79 it erupted so 
quickly and so fiercely that three 
towns—Pompeii, Herculaneum, and 
Stabiae—were completely destroyed. 

Pliny, commander of the Roman 
fieet, sailed at once to Herculaneum 
to try to rescue survivors, but 
found the harbour completely chok- 
ed by ash and lava. He sailed on to 
Stabiae, only to find the population 
dead, suffocated by fumes. 

So well did Vesuvius do its work 
that all three towns were effectively 
buried in lave and ash, Four hun- 
dred years later their very sites 
were forgotten and the stories _ of 
the eruption were treated as a le- 
gend They lay hidden until 1860. 

rom that day in A.D, 79 Vesu- 
vius was quiescent, To all intents 
and purposes it was an extinct vol- 
cano, and towns ard villages were 
built on the slopes while the people 
used to picnic on the lip of the huge 
crater. 

Then, 1,450 years later, in Decem- 
ber, 1631, it awakened. Without a 
momient’s warning it erupted, and 
18,000 people died. 

Since then there has hardly been 
a year when Vesuvius has not belch- 
ed flames and red-hot lava. In 1900 
the explosion was so terrific that 
607 feet of the summit was blown 
off, 

‘‘he people of Sf, Pierre, on the 
slopes of Mount Pelee, in Martini- 
que, had plenty of warning but took 
no notice of it. The volcano grumbl- 
ed for several days, and then cover- 
ed the town with a layer of fine ash, 

A few days later it erupted, and 
150 people lost their lives. Then a 
sister volcano on a near-by island 
erupted. 

The people of St. Pierre thought 
that the fireworks were over and 
continued their leisurely lives. But 
thirteen days after the first grumble, 
Mount Pelee exploded, and 40,000 


people died before they could reach

Cooperators as individ- 
‘ uals find outlet for their special 
i interests in political parties al- 
ready organized’ for that pur- 
pose. The purpose of the Cooper- 
ative Movement is to serve all 
consumers, regardless of party, 
race or creed and if we narrow 
our interests, we limit our op- 
portunity to serve. Cooperative 
neutrality is not indifference, for 
we have a positive program 
which appeals to men of good 
will everywhere and strikes at 
the root of economic troubles 
i which afflict us all.

It was this way; There were a 
eouple of oak trees up in the bush 
that needed cutting down—and 80 
we sold them. As a result, soon 
after, breakfast one morning along 
eame two young fellows with a 
chain saw to work on the trees. Be- 
fore they could get to the bush, 
there -was an elm in the lane that 
had to be removed It had blown 
down in a recent’ high wind and 
was blocking the road. But when 
the men got busy with their chain 
saw, that elm was cut into lengths 
and the road cleared in no time at 
all. Then the men, with _ their 
equipment, went on up to the bush. 
Inside of two hours, we saw thei: 
_amall tractor swing around into the 

ard with one big log behind it. 

his was’ repeated until there were 
four. logs lying on the ground in the 
yard. In the meantime, a truck had 
atrived on the scene and within 
half an hour fron the time the logs 
were brought down from the bush, 
they were londed on the truck and 
going down the road on their way 
to the lumber mill. The loading had 
been done by means of a chain at- 
tached to the tractor—-so there was 
no heavy labor involved at all. 

Just think of all the work that 

d been done inside of three hours. 

he fallen elm had been cut into 
lengths to clear a roadway; the 
two oak trees had been cut down in 
the bush and four big logs cut out 
of them, and d@nother big oak that 


was dead had been cut down for \.

Before the truck pulled out, 
Partner called me to the window 
and said, “Look... see how easily 
a job like that can be done these 
days! And to think of the work 
# used to. bel” . 

Because my memory was a bit 
hazy on the subject, Partner re- 
minded me that even as short a 
time as 20 years ago, it would have 
taken two gaod men three days at 
beast, even in good weather, to do 
that same job with horses and a 
eroascut saw. Half a day-would have 
been taken up in dealing with the 
fallen elm another day to fell and 
@ut the logs out of the oak trees, 
and yet another day to draw the 
logs on sleighs to the nearest saw 
mill. Then Partner added, “I won- 
der how many young fellows today 
wealize the advantages modern 
methods give them? While what 
we have done with our logs today 
fooks like an expensive way of do- 
ing things, yet the time saved by 
Gscarding the slow, hand-labor 
method more than pays for the gas 
and machinery that was used. It 
should also be remembered that 
when such jobs can be done so

easily by machinery, it is one more 
proof that labor is of secondary 
importance on present-day farms. 
Yet that fact ‘alone makes it more 
than ever necesary for farmers to 
be on the alert—they have to be if 
they would take advantage of mod- 
ern methods in doing things. Farm- 
ers, now, must know more than 
how to be tillers of the soil.” 

Well, dealing with the oaks and 
the elm was a minor matter—right 
now we have a more serious prob- 
lem on our hands. That problem 
is how to convince Partner that he 
must let up on the work, and to get 
away from the idea that he must 
work from dawn to dark. But 
babit is hard to break. Partner has 
been told by doctors and specialists 
to go easy; his brothers and sisters 
have tod! him the same thing; 
Daughter is on the same track 
when she comes home, but now 
Lob and I are really reading the 
riot Mi! Not but what we have 
tried to do it before, but in a nrore 
modified way. 

I suppose the harder a. person 
has worked, the more difficult it is 
for him—or her—to relax and let 
someone else take over. Yet it is 
80 much easier if such persons wili 
recognize the fact that time is 
creeping up on them and that they 
have their limitations in regard to 
the amount of work they can do. 
For a farmer, selling out and retir- 
ing to a place in town is not always 
the answer. I[t works all right. in 
some cases—in others it doesn’t. 
Put there is such a thing as retiring 
on the farm, and for the man whose 
whole heart and soul is wrapped 
up in the land he has worked for 
€0 tfany years; in the stock he has 
taised; in the improvements he has 
made, then surely it is the best 
solution to the problem. Moreover. 
when a farmer has lived through a 
depression and come out on top, 
then a sort of semi-retirement on 
the farm is more to be desired 
than a sudden severing of activities 
to which he has become accus- 
toumed. Any doctor will tell you 
that too drastic a physical change 
‘8 not only unwise, it is dangerous. 

So that is the gist of our daily 
sermon to Partner, “Keep working, 
but. take it easy ...let up... 
relax... the farm won't dissolve 


nto thin air as a result!"* 


And maybe that little sermon ap- 
plies to other farmers as well as 
Partner.

“Planting A Church In A Pagan 
City” 
Acts 18:1, 8-11; II Cor. 6:14-7:21 — 

Golden Text: “Ye are not your 
own; ye are bought with a price; 
therefore, glorify God in- your 
body.” I Cor. 6:19-20. 

Cocinth was a rich, commercial 
city, cxpital of the southern part of 
Greece. It was the most wicked 
city which Paul visited in Eastern 
Europe. For a year and a half, he 
labored, despite severe~ opposition 
from the Jews. Many believed and 
a church was. established. 

Paul's letters to the Corinthians 
indicate some of the problems 
which arose later in the church. 
There were divisions. “Every one 
of you saith ‘I am of Paul; and | 
vf Apollos; and I of Cephas; and | 
ot Christ’.” Loyalties to men 
ecplipsed their loyalty to Christ. 
There were also lawsuits before the 
courts between. these. professed 
Christians. Paul said, “Shame!” 
Some still took part in the pagan 
feasts. There had been one instaxce 
o{ fornication. Paul took an un- 
compromising stand against . all 
these evils. The fornication must 
be severely punished. .He writes, 
“Be not deceived; neither fornicat- 
ors, nor idolaters,. nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor abusers: of 
themselves with mankind, nor 
thieves, nor drunkards, nor revilers, 
nor extortioners, shall inherit the 
Kingdom of God.” | Cor. 6:9-10.

Of course, your check takes a 
beating, too. As a. producer, you 
pay freight rates and insurance pre- 
miums from which shipping claims 
are paid. Livestock buyers know 
they have to allow a certain per 
cent for losses from bruising.

So, it’s a wise move to plan ahead 
for shipping cattle. If you're truck- 
ing cattlé to market, hire a careful, 
dependable trucker who under- 
stands just how to handle your big 
investment in fat cattle.

Here are some points to watch 
when loading: 

1. Easy does it. Hurrying, crowd- 
ing the animals is hard on them. 
It’s hard on you.

2. Good bedding. Sand makes the 
best bedding, prevents” slipping 
bruising. Sand should be covered 
with straw in cold weather.

Here’s today’s $64 question. The 
word “Oats’—singular or plural? 
According to the Dominion Agri- 
cultural Bureau, singular appears to 
be the answer as one of the latest 
bulletins to and starts off like this: 

Oats is used more often-than any 
other grain for feeding livestock in 
Canada. [t is the most popular feed 
for horses, and is present in almost 
every dairy feed. Oats is also used 
to a great extent in rations _for 
sheep, beef cattle and poultry.

The bulletin, which is titled 
OATS IN THE HOG ‘RATION, 
continues as, follows: 

The exact place of oats in the 
hog ration is of special concern in 
areas where it is the most common 
home grown grain. In some prov 
inces successful swine raising de- 
pends largely on the proper use of 
liome grown feeds.

Oats is equal to wheat, slightly 
higher than barley, but lower than 
corn in total digestible nutrients. 
It is slightly higher than wheat and 
corn, but slightly lower than bar 
ley in cryde protein.

Forestry has come to mean for 
Scotland a great deal more than 
the growing of trees and produc- 
tion of timber for industty. The 
combination of the forest and the 
village dependent on it marks 
a hitherto neglected means for 
resettling men and women in the 


sparsely populated highland glens . 


and lowland valleys. Ten families 
have occupied their homes in Ae 
avd another 16 are moving into 
houses almost completed. Soon the 
village of Ae will have abour 90 
houses with a population of nearly 
400. 

The Forest of Ae is just 20 years 
old, and is still a forest in the 
making. Of its area of more than 
10,000 acres, some 3,000 acres have 
been planted. Already its thinnings 
are yielding about 3,000 long tons 
o} timber annually for pit props 
and fencing stakes. When fully 
planted, the forest will produce an- 
nually more than 7,000 long tons 
of timber. 

The plantations are composed en- 
tirely of coniferous trees, which 
produce the. softwood timber needed 
in such enormous quantities by 
modern industry. Among the most 
popular species is the Sitka spruce, 
a native of the western coasts of 
North America, which, strangely, 
grows more rapidly in Scotland 


Scots pine and the Japanese larch 
are other varieties which add orna- 
ment to the forest by their con- 
trasting foliage. ° 

The road along the valley runs 
through the farm land, with the 
lantations rising on. the steeper 
sides. This is typical of what

Animals and Birds 


Certainly there is something in 
“instinct,” especially the instinct of 
self-preservation, A sheep with in- 
ternal trouble will deliberately seek 
out particular herbs which it knows 
will be “helpful” ’to it and eat them, 
A cat similarly afflicted will go for 
grass in a big way. Foxes occa- 
sionally get jaundice, a complaint 
accompanied .by fever, but usually 
manage to cure themselves simply 
by going without food for a day or 
two. . 
Birds, too, have the same sure 
instinct for self-help. They will 
plaster a bgpken bone with mud, 
which dries over the fracture and 
acts as a splint. 

Others, having sustained a super- 
ficial flesh wound, will look around 
for some soft substance, such as 
sheep's wool, and twine it around 
the injured part with their beaks. 

Again, birds of the hawk tribe 
sometimes get “liverish” when their 
food is not just sight. Then a vic- 
tim will often be seen deliberately 
eating grit and even small stones, 
both of which prove an excellent 
physic for such complaints.

Next day the raider was caught 
in the trap by one leg and was still 
alive. Intending to end the animal’s 
suffering, the farmer approached the 
trap, but ‘before he reached it the rat 
freed itself by biting clean through 
its own leg bone. Next moment it 
was gone. Gone, yes—but not to die. 

To-day that three-legged rat is 
still occasionally seen about the 
farm, for the farmer says quite 
plainly that he hasn’t the heart to 
shoot it or try to trap it again, so 
profoundly was he impressed by its 
courage and endurance. 

“Ae a matter of fact,” he says, 
“TI don’t believe ‘Old Tripod’ as we 
call him, would ever allow himself 
to be trapped again. Rats are canny, 
and aren't usually taken twice by 
the same means.” 


A-Bomb Effect 
Felt 2000 Miles 


Ficton writers are not the only 
people who tackle “whodunnit” 
problems. One of the biggest photo- 
graphic companies in America 
found that their films and plates 
were getting fogged during stor- 
age. That was in New York—a 
few months after the first test 
atomic bomb hade been secretly 
exploded in New Mexico, well over 
two thousand miles away. 
At that time, the photographic 
company did not know that there 
had been an atomic explosion. But 
they traced the fogging trouble to 
the strawboard of the boxes used 
for storage. This strawboard, made 
specially for them by a paper man- 
vfacturer in Indiana, was giving 
cf unusual radio-active particles. 
By the time their investigations 
had got as far as this, the New 
Mexico explosion was no longer a 


not solve the mystery. The In- 
diana mill was a thousand miles 
from the site of the test bomb ex- 
plosion; and the radio-active straw- 
board had been made three weeks 
after! 
Then R was realized that the 
paper mill drew water very heavily 
from a river, and the river was 
found to be the source of the radio- 
active vontamination. In fact, if 
hatches of atrawboard were made 
soon after heavy rains in the eatch- 
ment districts of this river, the 
hoard fogged films and plates even 
more. Minute ‘amounts of radio- 
active substances, formed in the 
New Mexico explosion, had fallen 
upon soils over a wide area. Rain 
washed them “into ‘rivers, and then 
the river water put them into paper 
and board made at the mill!

Ice Wortris—They’re 
Not Jokes Now 


Untit very recently you would 
not have been in Alaska more than 
a week before some yeteran of a 
dozen polar wintersatold you—with 
4 broad wmk—about the ice-worms 
that crawl across the ice cap. 

The veterans rolled up with 
laughter when last spring a Cana- 
dian explorer said he saw scores 
of ice-worms on one of Alaska’s 
smaller glaciers, for the Alaskan 
classes ice-worms with the Loch 
Ness Monster—they are something 
to joke about, “a relative of the 
unicorn.” 

But they are no longer able to 
pull the greenhorn’s leg about 
yvorms that live in arctic ice for 
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lost about $400. 
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tundreds of years. Because a Bri- 
lish explorer has returned from the 
giant Seward Ice Cap with a bottle- 
ful of glacier-wornts. 


He is Dr. N. E. Odell, and his 
bottled worms cap a remarkable 
career of exploration. Odell climbed 
to within 2,000 feet of Everest’s 
summit and saw Malory and Irving 
leave their last camp for the crest 
of the great peak, never to be seen 
again. Twice he has been to Spitz- 
bergen, and last autumn he climbed 
the highest mountain in Canada, 
15,000-ft. Mt. Vancouver (on the 
Yukon-Alaska border), which had 
never been climbed before. It was 
here, on the surface of the Seward 
Glacier, that he saw-~-and sanght— 
the legendary icesworms. He de- 
scribes them as “bits of wiggling 
black cotton against the white 
snow.” 

We have yet to learn what the 
ice-worm finds to eat in polar 
glaciers, how it breeds, or how long 
't lives. What we do know is that 
when Odell touched them they very 
quickly died—the warmth of his 
hand literally burned them wp.
